and city carriers In postofflcea through- 
ont the country got their automatic 
promotions this year regardless of the 
fact that congress failed to pass tba 
postal appropriation bill for the ensu- 
ing year, according to a statement Is— 
sned by the postoffice department. 


About 1,000 clerks and city carriers 


In New York were affected by the an- 
nouncement of the postoffice depart- 
ment that Daniel C, Roper, first as- 
sistant postmaster general, provided 
for the regular automatic promotions. 


"It so happened," says the depart- 


ment, "that Mr. Roper's bureau during 
the past year succeeded hi conserving 
our $139,000,000 appropriations so that 
a considerable sum remained unexpend. 
ed at the end of the fiscal year. This 
saving represents in part clerical and 
carrier positions appropriated for, but 
not filled, and in addition 582 positions 
of clerical and 234 positions of city 
carriers, vacancies in which have oc- 
curred by death, resignation and re-

Statistics Show That 700,000 
Workmen Are Hurt Annually. 


Washington.—"The number of fatal 


Industrial accidents among American, 
wage earners, including both sexes," 
says a statement issued by the depart- 
ment of labor, "may be conservatively 
estimated at 25,000 a year and the^ 
number of Injuries Involving a disabil- 
ity of more than four weeks, using the 
ratio of Austrian experience, at ap- 
proximately 700,000. These numbers, 
impressive as they are, fail to indicate 
fully the number of industrial acci- 
dents, for such studies as have already 
been made show that of the accidents 
Involving disabilities of one day and 
over at least three-fourths terminate 
during the first four weeks. 


"The industries which contribute the 


greatest number of fatal accidents are 
railroad employments and agricultural 
pursuits, each group being responsible 
for approximately 4,200 fatalities eaclk 
year. 
Coal mining contributes more- 


than 2,600 and building and Construc- 
tion work nearly 1,900. General man- 
ufacturing, while employing large num- 
bers, produces only abont 1,800 fatal 
accidents. 


"When the fatality rates are consid- 


ered metal mining ranks as most haz- 
ardous, with a rate of 4 per 1,000, coal 
mining coming next with a rate of 3J>» 
and fisheries and navigation following1 
with a rate of 3 per 1,000. Manufac- 
turing industries, as a whole, rank low- 
est, with a rate of .25 per 1,000. But 
the fact should not be overlooked that 
this low average rate covers manufac- 
turing groups varying widely In haz- 
ard, Including on the one hand boiler 
making and the various departments 
of the iron and steel industry. In some 
of which fatality rates as high as thoa* 
In metal nnd coal mining have prevail-' 
ed, and on the other hand the textlto 
and clothing industries, in some of 
which the' risk of fatal accident to 
practically negligible"

12,000 EMPLOYEES 
GET A PROMOTION 


Postoffict Workers 6ot li- 
crease In Salary This Y 


Washington.—Twelve thousand clerk* 
and city carriers In postofflccs through­ 
out the couutry got their automatic 
promotions this year regardless of tho 
fact that congress failed to pass the 
postal appropriation blU for the ensu­ 
ing year, according to a statement is­ 
sued by the postoffice department 
About 1,000 clerks and city carriers 
In New York were affected by the an­ 
nouncement of the postoillcc depart­ 
ment that Daniel C. Roper, first as­ 
sistant postmaster general, provided 
for the regular automatic promotions. 
“It so happened,’* says the depart­ 
ment, “that Mr. Roper’s bureau during; 
the past year succeeded in conserving 
our $139,000,000 appropriations so that 
n considerable sum remained unexpend* 
ed at the end of the fiscal year. This 
saving represents in part clerical and 
carrier positions appropriated for, but 
not filled, and In addition 582 positions 
of clerical and 234 positions of city 
carriers, vacancies In which have oc­ 
curred by death, resignation and re­ 
movals for cause, which have been al­ 
lowed to lapse.” 
“The actual expansion of the post­ 
office servlco,” says Mr. Roper, “has 
been fully cared for, and more patrons 
are receiving city delivery service and 
the benefit of other special facilities 
than ever before. 
The extension and 
improvement of the service at a less cost 
than was anticipated is in no small 
measure due to the enlightened co­ 
operation of the public, as evidenced 
by the more carefnl preparation of par­ 
cel post matter prior to mailing and 
by tho increasing practice of large 
firms to ’face’ mail and to deposit it 
at other than tbe rush hours so far a* 
liossible.”

25,000 MEN KILLED IN 
ACCIDENTS EACH YEAR 


Statistics Show That 700,000 
Workmen Are Hurt Aim * . 


Washington.—“The number of fatal 
Industrial accidents among American 
wage earners, including both sexes,” 
gays a statement issued by the depart­ 
ment of labor, “may bo conservatively 
estimated at 25,000 a year and the 
number of injuries involving a disabil­ 
ity of more than four weeks, using the 
ratio of Austrian experience, at ap­ 
proximately 700,000. 
These number** 
impressive as they are, fail to indicate 
fully the number of industrial acci­ 
dents, for such studies as have already 
been made show that of tho accident* 
involving disabilities of one day and 
over at least three-fourths terminate 
during the first four weeks. 
“The industries which contribute tho 
greatest number of fatal accidents am 
railroad employments and agricultural 
pursuits, each group being responsible 
for approximately 4,200 fatalities each 
year. 
Coal mining contributes more 
than 2,600 and building and construc­ 
tion work nearly 1,900. General man­ 
ufacturing, while employing large num­ 
bers, produces only about 1,800 futel 
accidents. 
“When tho fatality rates are consid­ 
ered metal mining ranks as most haz­ 
ardous, with a rate of 4 per 1,000, coal 
mining coming next with a rate of 3.5, 
and fisheries and navigation following’ 
with a rate of 3 per l,ooO. Manufac­ 
turing industries, as a whole, rank low­ 
est, with a rate of .25 per 1,000. But 
the fact should not be overlooked that 
this low average rate covers manufac­ 
turing groups varying widely in haz­ 
ard, including on the one hand boiler 
making and the various department* 
of tho iron and steel industry, iu sum* 
of which fatality rates as high as tho** 
in metal and coal mining have prevail­ 
ed, and on the other hand the textile 
aud clothing industries, in some of 
which the risk of fatal accident i* 
practically negligible ”

British Arsenal at Woolwich Is 


Immense Plant. 


"Periscope" Is Latest Aid to the 


Surgeon. 


Munitions of War Being Turned Out 


in Enormous Quantities to Supply 


Forces Engaged in France 
' 
and Turkey. 


When "Good Queen Bess," In 1585, 


decided to establish-a store of arms 
and armor at the old Tower house, a 
mansion in Woolwich Warren, adjoin- 
ing the then boggy and unhealthy 
marshes of 
Plurnstead, she little 


thought that by so doing she was 
founding Britain's greatest arsenal, 
which 330 years later would be giving 
employment to 30,000 men, earning 
more than $500,000 a week for making 
munitions of war for the greatest con- { 
nict the world baa ever seen. 


That small armory at the Tower 


house, however, was the origin of the 
Woolwich arsenal of today, which cov- j 
ers 600 acres, and where guns qf all 
sizes, every form of military wagon, 
shot, shell, torpedoes, cartridges, bul- 
lets, war signals, life-saving rockets, 
and high explosives are manufactured. 


Even in the bygone days, however, 


Woolwich figured largely in military 
history. It was Prince Rupert who 
protected the Warren with batteries 
in Charles II's reign, and other forti- 
fications, which have now disappeared, 
were added by that king's successor. 
The Dutch several times threatened 
the dockyards at Woolwich and at 
Chatam, while at the end of the sev- 
enteenth century two French priva- 
teers were captured off Woolwich. 


It is obvious that the secrets of the 


arsenal are most jealously guarded, 
particularly at the present time. 
In-1 


deed, the government, since the war 
broke out, has adopted the precaution 
of recalling all text-books about the 
arsenal, although in peace times, when 
the average number of men employed 
there Is about 14,000, visitors of Brit- 
ish nationality, desirous of seeing 
the arsenal, may do so by obtaining 
an order from the war office. 


It might be mentioned, however, 


that among the most effective gun,s 
manufactured at Woolwich are toe 
famous six-inch howitzers of which 
the French speak so highly, while one 
of the latest time-saving ideas is to 
dip military wagons bodily in huge 
tanks of paint and hang them up to 
dry. 


/Woolwich arsenal is really divided 


into three great departments, called 
respectively the Royal Gun 'factories, 
the Royal Carriage department and 
the Royal laboratory. -It is in the lat- 
ter that every kind of experiment is 
made'with explosives, and where of- 
ficers and soldiers learn their use and 
effectiveness, while in the gun fac- 
tories, which are filled with machinery 
of the best and most modern kind, 
guns of all -sizes are manufactured for 
the army and tested over the exten- 
sive practice ranges which were for- 
merly the Plumstead marshes. 


Apart from the actual workshops, 


there are various important military 
establishments at Woolwich. 
There 


is the Artillery college, for instance, 
which gives special training to offi- 
cers of the Royal Artillery in order 
to fit them for appointments in the 
manufacturing departments of the 
arsenal. 
Then there is the Royal 


Military academy the oldest military 
school in the kingdom, where men 
destined for the Royal Artillery 'or 
Royal Engineers begin their training. 


The Royal dockyards at Woolwich 


was closed nearly fifty years ago, but 
it continues to be used as a military 
store depot, and it is interesting to 
note that !t was the first, and for very 
long the principal, dockyard in the 
kingdom. The Great Harry was built 
there in 1-562, the Royal George in 
1751, 
the Galatea in 1859, and more 


than 200 other ships. And the curious 
may spend many an interesting hour 
in the Rotunda museum, which con- 
tains the finest collection of military 
antiquities aud models in the world.

How the Surgeon Uses a Periscope For 


Looking Into a Man's Stomach. 


of that organ before deciding whether 
it is necessary to perform an operation 
or not. 
To see the inside of the 


stomach he makes use of a miniature 
periscope, similar in everything but 
size to that through which the com- 
mander of a submarine gets his bear- 
ings. 


This instrument in its perfected 


form is described and illustrated by 
the Electrical Experimenter 
It is a 


metal tube of small caliber containing 
an arrangement of mirrors and lenses 
and- having a small electric light at 
the end. This is pushed down the 
throat of the patient. 
The light is 


turned on and the instrument is moved 
about until every part of the inner 
surface has been examined. 
l 


The mirrors and lighting arrange- 


ment leave enough space in the tube 
for fine scalpels and forceps and scis- 
sors to be passed down through it. 
Thus the surgeon is able sometimes to 
perform delicate operations through 
the tube and without cutting into the 
patient's abdomen To the outer end 
of the instrument rubber bulbs are at- 
taghed, and these are used for vari- 
ous purposes according to the needs 
of the case. 


Secrets and Unravelers. 


During the last few months the sub- 


marine cables have been particularly 
busy carrying secret messages be- 
tween the various governments. Every 
government has its own particular 
lorms of cipher specially composed 
for it by experts 
The cipher is, 


however, only-a defective method of 
securing secrecy, none having yet been 
concocted to baffle the 
cipher un- 


raveller. During the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war the Americans appeared to 
the Spanish to be peculiarly lax in al- 
lowing a certain cable used by them 
to remain unchecked. They poured 
cipher messages through, and they 
were duly received and acknowledged 
by their agents. The senders and re- 
cipients little dreamt that every mes- 
sage sent to the cable passed first 
through American hands antl was rea^l 
by them. The supposed secret mes- 
sages ied to operations that, to the 
surprise of the Spanish, were foiled 
in a disastrous manner. 


To Translate Old Book on Texas. 
The only existing copy ot "Texas in 


the Year of 1848," written in German, 
by Victor Bracht, one of the early Ger- 
man settlers, who came to Texas in 
1845, was loaned to R. P. Bfacht, son 
of the author of the book, by the state 
library. Mr. Bracht, says the San An- 
tonio Light, wishes to have a transla- 
tion made. 


Victor Bracht came to Texas in 1845 


with the Prince ?olms-Braunfels col- 
ony to New Braunfels. and it is of this 
early period that the book is written. 
It tells of the life among the colonists 
and the opinion of the new land. Mr. 
Bracht was living in Mexico when 
Maximilian was emperor and knew 
that unfortunate ruler and his unhappy 
wife. 


Potash in the Philippines. 


It has been found that the ash of 


the seaweed collected on the shore of 
Manila bay in Tondo yields 15 per 
cent of potash. This discovery has 
aroused considerable interest, owing 
to the war time scarcity of seaweed 
available, but it is known in a general 
way that it is abundant. Explorations 
and further experimentation will be 
conducted by the government.

INVENTORS DO BEST WORK DUR- 


ING CLASH OP ARMS, 


Value of 
Anti-Typhoid 
Inoculation 


First Apparent During British-Boer 


Conflict—Water Wireless Im- 


portant Discovery. 


War is at best a dismal, wasteful 


Business. Yet there is one thing about 
it. It stimulates the brains of inven- 
tors, and chemists and scientists in all 
the countries involved are working at 
high pressure. 


Some are busy about purely mili- 


tary inventions, some to evolve sub- 
stitutes for materials of Industry, of 
which the import has suddenly ceased, 
Dthers again are working for the bene- 
fit of the sick and wounded. 


It was the Boer war which taught 


us the value of antityphoid inoculation. 
Nowadays, not only soldiers, but trav- 
elers and explorers and all those who 
may have to risk drinking impure wa- 
ter >go in f6r this inoculation, which in 
the long ruii will probably pat an end 
to the ravages of one of mankind's 
worst enemies. 


The present war has already seen at 


least three important new medical in 
ventions, the most valuable of which 
is undoubtedly the new serum called 
Coagulea. 


Coagulen is the invention of the 


ijreat Swiss surgeon, Professor Keener 
It is in the form of a powder, which, 
before use, is mixed with water. _Ap- 
plied to a wound, it almost instantly 
coagulates the blood and stops the 
bleeding, whether external or internal. 
It shortens surgical operations and 
makes them less dangerous. 
The 


French medical headquarters speak 
most highly of coagulen. It will, no 
doubt, come into general use in all sur- 
gical operations. 


Professor Frauher, an Austrian doc 


tor, has 
discovered a preventive 


against typhus. It is a mixture con 
taining anisol, which almost instantly 
destroys the hitherto invulnerable in 
sect which transmits the infection oi 
spotted typhus. 


The odd thing about the discovery 


is that it came by chance. The pro- 
fessor's assistant was told to use anise 
oil in the mixture which was being pre- 
jared. Instead he put in anisol. 


A third invention which will be al- 


most as useful in peace as in war is 
a method for taking almost instanta 
neous X-ray .photographs. Hitherto an 
exposure of many minutes has been 
necessary for X-ray photos. 


The searchlight has hardly been im 


proved since 1886, when the first per 
feet parabolic mirror was produced 
The chief disadvantage of the search 
light has been that it could not be 
used in a ship that had not an electric 
installation, 


This has now been changed. A new 


searchlight has been evolved in which 
a mixture of acetylene and oxygen i£ 
burnt and the flame played on a small 
pellet of ceria, which emits an amaz- 
ingly powerful light. The outfit is quite 
light and portable and- can be carried 
and used by two men. It will be most 
valuable both on sea and land. 


Water wireless is another product ol 


this tremendous struggle, which will 
probably in the future-save thousands 
of human lives from collision at sea. 


At present it is being used for the de- 


tection of submarines; in the future 
passenger vessels will find it invalu- 
able in times of fog. 


The French have a new air bom'o 


which, when it bursts, produces cold so 
intense that the aviator who first used 
them in November last has placed it on 
record that he distinctly felt the chill 
at a height of 800 feet. It is suggested 
that a modification of these bombs wili 
prove extremely useful in fire fighting 
and will enable firemen to get to close 
quarters with the intense flame pro- 
duced by the burning of oil wells.

Swiss Army Always Ready. 


Endurance tests show that in tima 


of war the Swiss soldiers can "com 
mand" the highest Alpine passes and 
the most difficult mountains with light 
artillery. The infantry, the field artil 
lery and cavalry are recruited by the 
cantons, but the engineers, guides 
sanitary and administrative troops, as 
well as the army train, are enrolled 
by ttie confederation 
The cantons 


furnish the uniforms and equipments, 
for which they are,- however, reim- 
bursed by the federal government, and 
the latter supplies the arms directly- 
A yearly inspection of armament .and' 
equipment at which every soldier, 
without exception, has to appear, pre- 
vents any neglect in that line, as every 
man keeps his uniform and rifle at 
home, and when .the mobilization or- 
der goes' forth, the whole army is ready 
for action within a few hours. A regu- 
lar salary is paid only to the instruc- 
tors, the general staff and a few other x 
officials. The officers receive pay only 
during the brief period they are called 
upon for training.

besides that a daily compensation of 
80 centimes, or 16 cents. ,

Life-Saving Rifle. 


A rifle that shoots over the parapet 


while the user sits in comparative 
safety in the trench without necessity 
for exposing himself to the fire of the 
enemy is a late invention brought out 
by a well-knoiin sportsman and big- 
game hunter of England. ffhe feature 
of this invention is that the rifle is 
held vertically while the projectile is 
fired horizontally. 
This is accom- 


plished by a curved deflecting tube, 
fixed to the muzzle of the gun, that 
changes the course of the projectile 
from the vertical to the horizontal 
as it leaves" the gun. 


In spite of the enormous friction 


that must accompany this change of 
direction the tube, as shown by actual 
tests, is not subject to excessive wear, 
while the effective range of a rifle 
equipped with this device Is between 
100 and 150 yards. The rifle is aimed

SECOND ID KRUPPS LOOKS WTO STOMACH 


British Arsenal at Woolwich Is 
Immense Plant. 


Munition* of War Being Turned Out 
in Enormous Quantities to Supply 
Forces Engaged In Franco 
and Turkey. 


When "Good Queen Bess," in 1585, 
decided to establish *a store of arms 
and armor at the old Tower house, a 
mansion in Woolwich W arren, adjoin­ 
ing the then boggy and unhealthy 
marshes 
of 
Plumstead, 
she 
little 
thought that by so doing she was 
founding Britain’s greatest arsenal, 
which 330 years later would be giving 
employment to 30,000 men, earning 
more than $500,000 a week for making 
munitions of war for the greatest con­ 
flict the world has ever seen. 


That small armory at the Towrer 
house, however, was the origin of the 
Woolwich arsenal of today, which cov- ‘ 
ers C00 acres, and wiiere guns of all 
sizes, every form of military wagon, 
shot, shell, torpedoes, cartridges, bul­ 
lets, war signals, life-saving rockets, 
and high explosives are manufactured. 


Even in the bygone days, however, 
Woolwich figured largely in military 
history. 
It was Prince Rupert who 
protected the W arren with batteries 
in Charles II’s reign, and other forti­ 
fications, which have now disappeared, 
were added by that king’s successor* 
The Dutch several times threatened 
the dockyards at Woolwich and at 
Chatam, while at the end of the sev­ 
enteenth century two French priva­ 
teers were captured off Woolwich. 


It is obvious that the secrets of the 
arsenal are most jealously guarded, 
particularly at the present time. 
In­ 
deed. the government, since the war 
broke out, has adopted the precaution 
of recalling all text-books about the 
arsenal, although in peace times, when 
the average number of men employed

'Woolwich arsenal is really divided 
into three great departments, called 
respectively the Royal Gun factories, 
the Royal Carriage department and 
the Royal laboratory. It is in the lat­ 
ter that every kind of experiment is 
made with explosives, and where of­ 
ficers and soldiers learn their use and 
effectiveness, while in the gun fac 


size to that through which the com­ 
mander of a submarine gets his bear­ 
ings. 


This 
instrument in

form is described and illustrated by 
the Electrical Experimenter.

metal tube of small caliber containing 
an arrangement of mirrors and lenses 
and having a small electric light at 
the end.

The Royal dockyards at Woolwich 
was closed nearly fifty years ago, but 
It continues to be used as a military 
store depot, and it is Interesting to 
note that It was the first, and for very 
long the principal, dockyard In the 
kingdom. The Great Harry wras built 
there in 1502, the Royal George in 
1751, the Galatea in 1S59, and mors 
than 200 other ships. And the curious 
may spend many an Interesting hour 
In the Rotunda museum, which con­ 
tains the finest collection of military 
antiquities and models in the world.

Coaguleu. 


Coagulen is the invention of the 
?reat Swiss surgeon, Professor Koclier 
It is in the form of a pow’der, winch, 
before use, is mixed with water. ,Ap* 
plied to a wound, it almost instantly 
coagulates the blood and stops the 
bleeding, whether external or internal. 
It shortens surgical operations and 
makes them less 
cfcngerous. 
The 
French medical headquarters speak 
most highly of coagulen. It will, no 
doubt, come into general use in all sur­ 
gical operations. 


Professor Frauher, an Austrian doc­ 
tor, 
has 
discovered 
a 
preventive 
against typhus. 
It is a mixture con 
tainlng anisol, w’hich almost instantly 
destroys the hitherto invulnerable in 
sect which transm its the infection ol 
spotted typhus. 


The odd thing about the discovery 
is that it came by chance. 
The pro­ 
fessor’s assistant was told to use anise 
oil in the mixture which was being pre- 
jared. Instead he put in anisol. 


A third invention wrhicli will be al­ 
most as useful in peace as in war is 
a method for taking almost instanta 
neous X-ray .photographs. Hitherto an 
exposure of many minutes has been 
necessary for X-ray photos. 


The searchlight has hardly been im 
proved since 1886, v/hen the first per 
feet parabolic m irror was produced 
The chief disadvantage of the search 
light has been that it could not be 
used in a ship that had not an electric 
installation. 


This has now been changed. 
A new 
searchlight has been evolved In which 
a mixture of acetylene and oxygen i& 
burnt and the flame played on a small 
pellet of ceria, which emits an amaz 
ingly powerful light. The outfit is quite 
light and portable and can be carried 
and used by two men. 
It will be most 
valuable both on sea and land. 


W ater wireless is another product oi 
this tremendous struggle, which will 
probably in the future save thousands 
of human lives from collision at sea. 


At present it is being used for the de­ 
tection of submarines; in the future 
passenger vessels will find it invalu 
able in times of fog. 


The French have a new air bomb 
wrhich, when it bursts, produces cold so 
intense that the aviator who first used 
them in November last has placed it on 
record that he distinctly felt the chill 
at a height of 800 feet. It is suggested 
that a modification of these bombs wili 
prove extremely useful in fire fighting 
and will enable firemen to get to closc- 
quarters with the intense flame pro 
duced by the burning of oil wells. 


Hub of Three Nations. 


An Alpine point of curious interest 
just now, as the meeting place of two 
hostile nations and an anxiously ob­ 
servant neutral, is the D^eisprachen- 
spitze (9,328 feet) near the Stelvio 
pass. As the name implies, this height 
is the spot where not only three na­ 
tions—Switzerland, Italy and Austria 
—meet, but three languages—German, 
Italian 
and 
the 
Latin of eastern 
Switzerland. 
Two similarly named 
peaks in the Alps have lost political 
significance, 
since 
tho 
Hapsburgs 
now owrn, in the one case, all three 
countries, in the other, two of the 
three—the Dreiherrenspitze, junction 
of Tyrol, Salzburg and Goerz, and the 
Dreilaenderspitze, junction of Tyrol, 
the Voralberg and Switzerland.—Lon­ 
don Chronicle.

The tribe of the Beavers never saw 
this exiled band again, but a hundred 
years iater a Beaver Indian, who* fol 
lowed the fortunes of a white fu r 
hunter, found himself in one of the 
forts of the Saskatchewan. 
Strange 
Indians wrere camped about the pal 
isades; they wrere members of the 
great Blackfoot tribe, whose hunting 
grounds lay south of the Saskatche 
wran. Among them were a few braves 
w'ho, wiien they conversed, spoke a 
language different from that of the 
others, 
and 
in 
this 
language 
the 
Beaver Indian 
recognized his own 
tongue. 


Swiss Army Always Ready. 


Endurance tests show that in time 
of war the Swiss soldiers can “com 
mand" the highest Alpine passes and 
the most difficult mountains with light 
artillery. The infantry, the field artil­ 
lery and cavalry are recruited by the 
cantons, but the engineers, guides, 
sanitary and administrative troops, ae 
Avell as the army train, are enrolled 
by the confederation. 
The cantons 
furnish the uniforms and equipments, 
for which they are, - howrever, reim­ 
bursed by the federal government, and 
the latter supplies the arms directly. 
A yearly inspection of armament and 
equipment at which every soldier, 
without exception, has to appear, pre­ 
vents any neglect in that line, as every 
man keeps his uniform and rifle at 
home, and when ¿lie mobilization o r 
der goes forth, the whole army is ready 
for action within a few hours. A regu­ 
lar salary is paid only to the instruc­ 
tors, the general staff and a few o th e r' 
officials. The officers receive pay only 
during the brief period they are called 
upon for training. 
The common* sol­ 
dier, when on duty, has^hi£ traveling 
and living expenses paid and receives 
besides that a daily compensation of 
80 centimes, or 16 cents. 


Life-Saving Rifle. 


A rifle that shoots over the parapet 
while the user sits in comparative 
safety in the trench without necessity 
for exposing himself to the fire of the 
enemy is a late invention brought out 
by a well-knoum sportsman and big- 
game hunter of England. |Phe feature 
of this invention is that the rifle is 
held vertically wjiile the projectile is 
fired horizontally. 
This is accom­ 
plished by a curved deflecting tube, 
fixed to the muzzle of the gun, that 
changes the course of the projectile 
from the vertical to the horizontal 
as it leaves the gun. 


In spite of the enormous friction 
that must accompany this change of 
direction the tube, as shown by actual 
tests, is not subject to excessive wrear, 
while the effective range of a rifle 
equipped with this device is between 
100 and 150 yards. The rifle is aimed 
fay means of a periscope consisting of 
two mirrors, one fixed to the upper 
end and the other to the lower end of 
a tube that is mounted on the rifle 
barrel.

Cost of a Submarine. 


Although actual figures, for obvious 


reasons, are not available, one would 
be underestimating, rather than over- 
estimating the -cost of the German 
submarine U-29, which the British ad-

£200,000. This total is based on the 
fact that, according to a certain offi- 
cial publication, the E-4 of our sub- 
marine fleet, which was completed in 
1913, cost £107,791; and the E class 
is neither the largest nor the most ex- 
pensive type of submarine in the fleet 
today. 


According to the admiralty state- 


ment, the cost of the "hull, fittings 
and equipment" of the E-4 was £26,- 
787, £79,105 being spent on her pro- 
pelling .and other machinery.

Cost of a Submarine. 


Although actual figures, for obvious 
reasons, are not available, one would 
be underestimating, rather than over­ 
estimating the cost of the German

The rate paid patrolmen 19 from 15 
to 20 cents per hour, those in Adams 
county receiving 17J^ cents. As these pa- 
trolmen will be under the constant watch 
of county superintendent, it will be neces- 
sary for them to devote their entire time 
-and attention to the territory to which 
they are assigned. 


IGlled by Accidental 
Discharge of Gun. 


While bunting groundhogs at noon' on 


Friday, Ralph Meckley, a young farmer, 
of near Porters, met with an accident 
which cost him las life. While returning 
rom the field for dinner, the young man 
observed A groundhog, along Oil creek. 
Be told his father-in-law he wanted to get 
the groundhog, hurried to the house and 
secured his gun. In order to secure a sure 
aim, he decided to climb a tree. He push- 
ed his shot-gun ahead in the branches, and 
then crawled into the tree. In some man- 
ner the gun waa accidentally discharged, 
;he charge striking Mr. Meckley in the 
neck, under the right jaw, severing the 
ugular vein, and killing him instantly. 
The body dropped to the ground, as his 
wife, father-in-law and sister-in-law, who 
witnessed the tragedy, ran to his assist- 
ance. He was aged about 22 years, and 
is survived, by a widow and three chil- 
dren. 


There are several law recently enacted 


t>y the state legislature that effects this 
county as well as all other counties in this 
commonwealth. There is one in particu- 
lar that effects the hotels and restaurants. 
It provides that all the cooks, •waiters and 
the like, must be medically inspcted at 
least twice each year, and that if they are 
found to have any communicable sickness 
they must at once be dismissed from ther 
service. Also that all the dishes and the 
receptacles used in public eating houses 
must not be used twice without being 
thoroughly cleansed. The general clause 
provides that for the violation of any one 
of these acts a fine of not less than $5 and 
not more than $100 shall be imposed.

Barn Destroyed by Fire. - 


Firesuppojed to have been of incendiary 


origin entirely destroyed the large low 
barn on the farm of Samuel Cashman, ten- 
anted by Franklin Howe, 1H miles south 
of New Chester, about 10 o'clock on Set- 
urday night, together with four surround- 
ing sheds, all the season's crops, all the 
farming implements except two wagons 
and a hay rake, a calf, and about 100 
chickens.

Cashman estimates his loss at $1,500, of 
which $500 is covered by insurance in the 
Codorus and Manheim company. Mr. 
Howe's loss will total $1,000, with some 
insurance in the Mummasburg company. 
The barn will be rebuilt in the near future. 
When discovered, the bulk of the fire was 
in the northern end of the building. The 
fact that the barn doors were found open, 
although they had been shut in the even- 
ing, leads to the supposition that the barn 
was set on fire. No other cause can be 
advanced. Many persons were attacted 
to the scene.

woman aviator is the most feminine 
little person imaginable.

They told me that 1 
could not bo entered upon the army 
rolls; that I could not have any official 
position, but that I might work pri- 
vately. So from the day the war be- 
gan I wns-iji the air practically every 
day, sometimes arising early in the 
morning and scouting for hours, some- 
times flying ia the afternoon or late 
evening, I had the good fortune on 
numerous occasions to detect tnubes 
on their way to visit Paris, and I was 
nble to descend and warn the aviation 
corps commanders so that they had 
nmple time to seafl up squadrons and 
fight off or frighten away the in- 
vaders. 
"I am sorry I cannot say that the 


Germans shot at me. But I never let 
their fliers get close enough to shoot at 
my machine or to drop bombs on me. 
I circled around and around, keeping 
watch with my glasses, and the instant 
I detected a German machine I darted 
to earth and gave warning. Usually I 
flew at a height of from 1,500 to 2,000 
meters, but sometimes I had to go 
much higher because .of fogs and mists 
that veiled the lower altitudes."

position, but that I might work pri­ 
vately. 
So from the day the war be­ 
gan I was in tho air practically every 
day, sometimes arising early in the 
morning and scouting for hours, some­

' Through ths Dardanelles. 


London.—The following account by 


one of the crew of the exploit of the 
British submarine E-11, for which 
Lieutenant Commander Nasmitb re- 
ceived the Victoria cross and each of 
his men the distinguished service med- 
al, has just been received here from the 
• Dardanelles: 


"We left Imbros one morning1 about 


3 and steamed toward the Dardanelles 
and dived as day was breaking, and—« 
well, got through the narrows O. K., 
arrived ou the other side and saw two 
battleships. We were getting ready to 
torpedo one of 'ern when Uiey spotted 
us, opened fire on us and nipped, bunk- 
ed and ran away. 


"We then journeyed ou for a mile or 


two and then went to the- bottom and 
rested until about S p. m.. when we 
came up. It vr:is dusk; so we looked 
around. Nothing in sight. We broke 
the surface nnd entered the sea of 
Marmora and bumped arouud for a 
lew days without sighting a thing un- 
til Sunday morning, when we were div- 
ing outside of Constantinople and saw 
a big-gunboat, and at 15:25 a. in. we 
gave her a 'tin fish.' By G:30 a. m. 
she was no more; but before she sank, 
while she was listing over, they opened 
fire on us. The second shot hit out 
.periscope and 'done it in.' That gunner 
must have been a cool card, eh? 


"On Monday we sighted a steamer, 


came to the surface alongside her and 
toid her to stop. She stopped, and the 
men were so anxious to get deal* that 
one boat capsized. No lives were lost. 
There was a Yankee correspondent 
aboard who tried to bluff; no good, 
though, 'cos an officer and two men 
hoarded her and discovered she had a 
six inch gun, several gun mountings 
and fifteen inch ammunition aboard. 
So we blew her up. 


"A few minutes after we sighted an- 


other steamer and.; told her to stop. She 
.wouldn't. We chased her into the har- 
bor, and when she was eecuring'along- 
eide a pier we torpedoed her. 


"Soon after 
we sighted another 


Steamer and chased her till she ran 
ashore. We were about to board her 
.when some cavalry came up and open- 
ed fire. We replied and dropped a few, 
and then dived and torpedoed the ship* 


"Nest day our skipper decided on en- 


tering Constantinople. 
To make' a 


long story short, we got into the har- 
bor without mishap and fired two tor- 
pedoes, one of which sank a transport 
loaded with troops and the other ex- 
ploded on shore somewhere. We learn- 
ed afterward that it caused some panic. 
The troops refused to go on another 
"transport, the shops closed, and peo- 
ple ran up the hills—in fact, it caused 
raproar for a time. 


"The following Friday morning we 


saw five transports escorted by de- 
stroyers. We banged the first and big- 
gest one. which sank in about three 
minutes. 


"A few days later we went back to 


our old corner, where we sank those 
other three and caught a supply ship 
sapping. 


"A few days after we torpedoed a 


IGerman transport and then we got no 
more blood for a tune. On our way 
hack, just before entering the Narrows, 
we sank another transport. That was 
our farewell smack. 


"When we broke surface that even- 


ing we found a mine hanging over our 
hows. We chucked it off as quick as 
possible, when our escort came up, 
gave us three cheers and off we went. 


"When we entered the harbor it was 


dark. Had it been daylight the admi- 
ral would have made us steam round 
the fleet. All the ships we passed as 
we were making for the Adamant 
cheered us. The Adamant, although 
the smallest ship of 'em all, gave us 
the best cheers. It was good to hear 
it and to know that we had at last 
done something worthy of praise."

That the following amendment to the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania be, and the 
same Is hereby, proposed, in accordance

Every male citizen twenty- 
one years of age, possessing the follow- 
ing qualifications, shall be entitled to vote 
at all elections, subject, however, to such 
laws requiring and regulating the regis- 
tration of electors as the General Assem- 
bly may enact: 
"First. He shall have been a citizen of 
the United StAes at least one month. 


"Second lie shall have resided in the 
State one year (or. having previously been 
a qualified elector or native-born citizen 
of the State, he shall have removed there- 
from and returned, then six months) im- 
mediately preceding the election. 
"Third. He shall have resided in the 
election district where he shall offer to 
vote at least two months immediately pre- 
ceding the election. 
"Fourth. If twenty-two years of age 
and upwards, he shall have paid within 
two years a State or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month be- 
fore the election," be .amended so that the 
same shall read as follows:

of twenty-one years of agp possessing the 
following qualifications, shall be entitled 
to vote at all elections, subject, however, 
to such lawa requiring and regulating the 
registration of electors as the General As- 
sembly nsay enact:

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section eight 


of article nine of the Constitution of 
Pennsylvania, 
Section 1. Be It resolved by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen- 
eral Assembly met. That the following 
Is proposed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the eighteenth article thereof:— 


Amend section eight, article nine of the 
Constitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 


"Section 8 
The debt of any county, 
city, borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or incorporated dis- 
trict, except as herein provided, shall 
never exceed seven per centum upon the 
assessed value of the taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipalit> 
or district incur any new debt, or in- 
crease its indebtedness to an amount ex- 
ceeding: two per centum upon such as- 
sessed valuation of property, without the 
assent of the electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as shall be pro- 
vided by law; but any city, thtf debt of 
which now exceeds seven per rontum of 
such assessed valuation, may be author- 
ized by law to increase the same three 
per centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred by 
the city and county of Philadelphia for 
the construction and development of sub- 
' ways for transit purposes, or for the con- 
struction of wharves and docks, or the 
reclamation of land to be- used in the con- 
struction of a system of wharves and 
docks, as public improvements, owned or 
to be owned by eaid city and county of 
Philadelphia, and which shall yield to the 
city'and county of Philadelphia current 
net revenues in excess of the interest on 
said debt or debts, and the annual in- 
stallments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may be excluded in 
ascertaining the power of the city and 
county of Philadelphia to Jaecome other- 
wise indebted: Provided, That a sinking- 
fund for their cancellation shall be estab- 
lished and maintained," so that It shall 
read as follows:— 
Section 8 The debt of any county, city, 
borough, township, school district, or oth- 
er municipality or incorporated district, 
except as herein provided, shall never ex- 
ceed seven per centum upon the assessed 
value of the taxable property therein, 
nor shall any such municipality or dis- 
trict incur any new debt, or Increase its 
indebtedness to an amount exceeding two 
per centum Upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without the consent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner aa shall be provided by law; 
but any city, the debt of which on the 
first day of January, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-four, exceeded seven 
per centum of such assessed valuation, 
and has not since been reduced to less 
than such per centum, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum in the aggregate, at any one time, 
upon such valuation. The city of Phila- 
delphia, upon the conditions hereinafter 
set forth, may increase its Indebtedness 
to the extent of three per centum in ex- 
cess of seven per centum upon such as- 
sessed valuation for the specific purpose 
of providing for all or any of the follow- 
ing purposes,—to wit: For the construc- 
tion and improvement of subways, tun- 
nels, railways, elevated railways, and oth- 
er transit facilities; for the construction 
and improvement of wharves and docks 
and for the reclamation of land to be 
used in the construction of wharves and 
docks, owned or to be owned by said 
city. Such increase, however, shall only 
be made with the assent of the electors 
thereof at a public election Jto be held In 
such manner as shall be prJHcted by law. 
In ascertaining- the borrowing capacity of 
said city of Philadelphia, at any time, 
there shall be excluded from? tne calcula- 
tion a credit, where the work resulting 
from any previous expenditure, for any 
one or mor* of the specific purposes here- 
Inabove enumerated shall be yielding to 
said cfty an annual current net revenue; 
the amount of which credit shall be as- 
certained by capitalizing the annual net

That the following 
amendment to the Constitution of the

Amend eection twenty-one, article three

"No act of the General Assembly shall 
limit the amount to be recovered for in- 
juries resulting In death, or for injuries 
to persons or property, .and in case of 
death from such injuries, the Bright of ac- 
tion shall survive, and the General As- 
sembly shall prescribe for whose benefit 
such actions shall be prosecuted. No act 
shall prescribe any limitations" of time 
within which suits may be brought 
against corporations for injuries to per- 
sona or property, or for other causes dif- 
ferent from those fixed by general laws 
regulating actions against -natural per- 
sons, and such acts now existing are 
avoided," so that it shall read as follows. 
The General Assembly may, enact laws 
requiring the payment by employers, or 
employers and employes jointly, or rea- 
sonable compensation for injuries to em- 
ployes arising in the course of their em- 
ployment, and for occupational diseases 
of employes, whether or not such in- 
juries or diseases result in death, and re- 
gardless of fault of employer or employe, 
and fixing the basis of ascertainment of 
such compensation and the maximum and 
minimum limits thereof, and providing 
special or general remedies for the collec- 
tion thereof; but in no other cases shall 
the General Assembly limit the amount 
to bo recovered for injuries resulting- in 
death, or for injuries to persons or prop- 
erty, and in case cf death from such in- 
juries, the right of action shall survive, 
and the General Assembly shall prescribe 
for whose benefit such actions shall bo 
prosecuted. No act shall pi escribe any 
limitations of time within which suits 
may be brought against corporations for 
injuries to persons or property, or for 
other .causes, different from those fixed by 
general laws regulating- actions Against 
natural persons, and such acts now ex- 
isting aVe avoided.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted 
by the authority of the same, That the 
following is proposed as an amendment 
to the Constitution of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, in accordance with tba 
provisions of the eighteenth (XVIII) artl- 
cl* thereof:— 


AMENDMENT. 


Laws may be passed providing for a 
system of registering, transferring, insur- 
ing of and guaranteeing land titles by 
the State, or by the counties thereof, and 
for settling and determining adverse or 
other claims to and interest in lands the 
titles to which are so registered, trans- 
ferred. Insured, and guaranteed, and for 
the creation and collection of Indemnity 
funds; and for carrying the system and 
ppwers hereby provided for into effect by 
such existing courts as may be designated 
by the Legislature, and by the establish- 
ment of such new courts as may be deem- 
ed necessary- In matters Arising In and 
under the operation of suclT system. Judi- 
cial powers, with right of appeal, may be 
conferred by the Legislature upon county 
recorders and upon other officers by it 
designated. Such laws may provide for 
continuing the registering, transferring. 
Insuring, and guaranteeing such titles aft- 
er the first or original registration has 
been perfected by the court, and provi- 
sion may be made for raising the neces- 
sary funds for expenses and salaries of 
officers, which shall be paid out of the 
treasury of the several counties.
